Unionlown's 
moat popular colored hoy, the fa- 
vorite and protege of some of Union- 

Iiiwii'm boet known people, was 
found dead in hiH bed at the home 
of John Pace, Main Street., ahont, 
nine o'clock yesterday morning. 
His death wiih a surprise to the 
Page family and to his brother, as 
Friday had not heen ailing and had 
H<»ne home from Klhie Springer's 
drag store iii line spirits. Though 

subject to attacks resembling epl- 

lepsy, Friday had not been ill and 
his sudden death was the cause of 
considerable sorrow in Unionlown, 
much more in fact, than might he 
expected at tin* death ol an or- 
dinary coioied man. Bat Friday 

was no ordinary colored man. 

Friday, whoso real name was Is- 

sac EC. Wedlock, was forty-two 

years old, having been born in 
Beaallvltte, Waahlogtoa Co., Fe- 
bruary l'.t, 1H70. lie was the son of 
QeOTge aid Debbie Wedlock, both 
whom are dead lie was one of 
I'liiontown's characteis. lieoatiso 
he was of such Sterling character, 

so trustworthy and altogether re« 

liable, and because ol his deformity 

and affliction, all took an Interest 

in him and many prominent busi- 
ness men and society leaders, as 
well as the great body of Union- 
town people, helped make his life 
bappy, when it could have been 
otherwise very easily. 

Friday was a deaf-mute. He 
was also a hunchback. Hut he was 
keen to learn, and winning disposi- 
tion won him friends who were 
friends to the last. His standing 
in the community may la* measured 
by the Tact that he will be bin iod 

from the Third Presbyterian 

Hunch, of which he was a member, 
and the Sunday school, Christian 

Endeavor and his Sunday school 

class are giving floral tributes of 
their esteem. 

At the age Of 8*, Friday was sent 
to a school for deaf-mutes at Wilk- 

Insourg. Be remained theie 7 

,rs, part Of tin time at Turtle 

Creek, after the school was moved 

to the latter place. He learned 
there to read and write and to con 
verse in tin- sign language. His 

parents would have placed him in 

the school earlier, hot the boy did 

not learn to walk until he was four. 
A brother, .1 VV. Woods, who is a 
cook, came to Fniontown in 1872. 
He moved the ramily here and they 
lived together until the death of the 
parents broke up the home some 
ye;, The father died in 1876. 

.1. W. Woods, the brother of Fri- 
day, looked after the deaf and dumb 
boy and for many years they rooni- 

ed together. Be oared for Friday 

as a son and his grief when inform- 
ed Of his brother's death was very 

pitiful to see. Law evening, when 

discussing the affair he waH very 

deeply moved; 
it was daring the early part of 

Friday's life here that he was struck 
by a i;. A 0. train and badly hurt. 
[t was this accident that caused 
him to carry through the remainder 
of his life a Crooked back t hut. made 
many belleVt that he had been a 
hunchback from birth. Klhie 
Springer gave him employment, or 
rather made him a permanent puit. 
of bis establishment. Fiiday bad 
been a lixture at Springer's for 
nearly twenty years < brining friends 
rapidly, he soon became known to 
all whose business took them to the 
down town part of the city. One 
of his "rent delights wns the post 
Offlee. He made many trips there 
every day and there are I'niontown 
men oWing boxes who will have to 
find a new way to get their mail. 
Foi Fiiday wan always on the job. 
He learned combinations of bt 
by notOing which keys were worn 
the molt, and if sent for the mail 
by one of his clients, his nimble 
Illinois would soon learn the trick 
of the bo

Sunday School, Friday was the only 
colored member. The class drifted 
apart, broken up, but Friday stuck 



and though il was a white folks 
church, it had a place in Friday's 
heart ; a place made much bigger 
when he was taken into full mem- 
bership. For over twenty years 
FHday was a member of the cimreh 
which is now the Third Presby- 
terian. He was a constant alien 
dant at all the services, in spite of 
the fact that he could not hear a 
word of the Service. In some way 
the church meant something very 

groat to the afflicted colored lad, 
and when he would go away from 
town for a day or two, he always 
left, a note, telling the pastor or his 
Sunday school teacher he was to be 
absent. When Sunday school con- 
vened yesterday morning and Fri- 
day's place was vacant and there 
was no note from him, his class- 
mate began to speculate as to 
whether or not he was ill. 

Some years ago he fell from I'ierce 
Cooper's wagon and sustained a 
broken leg. Nine weeks at the 
lliiionlowii Hospital were the result, 
but Friday's friends saw the at- 
tentions thai could make the time 
pass quickly were accorded him. 

The nickname of Friday was 
given Wedlock by Charles I lagan. 
Il seems that the colored boy's de 
votion to his pat tOM, and his con 
slant attendance on Main Street, 

caused Began to compare him to 

Crusoe's man Friday in Daniel De 
foe's story. So he was doubled 
Friday and Fiiday he remained 

until his death, and Friday he will 

live in the memories of hundreds of 
Unionlown people. He was a mem- 
ber of the Bach class of tifty-flve 
young men at the Third I'resby 
terlan Sunday school and had 
charge of the Sunday school sup- 
lilies. Until Friday took charge of 
them the Sunday school had great 
trouble with its supplies, tint this 
Stepped when Friday took charge. 
The funeral sei vices will begin 
with a wake to-night at the John 
I 'ago home on Main Street. The 
real services will lie held at the 
Third Presbyterian Church, possibly 
to-morrow afternoon, but this has 
not been decided definitely. Dr. 
Thompson, the pastor, is absent at 
Chautauqua and if he can roach 
Uuiontown in time the funeral will 
take place then. The pall bearers 
are Preston Smith, .lames Howell, 
John Smothers, Clarence Jenkins, 
James Jones, and John Crcono. 
The surviving relatives are one sis- 
ter, Jennie Walker, Jake Wedlock, 
and J. W. Woods, brothers.

We always thought 
well of Mr. Wedlock as a colored 
gentleman. 

We were greatly interested by the 
forcial plea of Mr. Collins C. Colby 
in a recent issue of the Joi 
with reference to our collegemate, 
Mr. Edward L. Van Damme, who is 
an inmate of the Michigan Hospital 
forthe Insane, at Pontica. We are 
pleased to know that our old friend 
is still in the land of the living. We 
can not help, but recollect pleasant- 
ly those college days we spent at 
Kendall Green. He was a jolly 
good kind of a chap, and was very 
blight too when in college, besides 
having had a fund of Information, 
in spite of his mind affected by 
sumstriick. It may interest our 
readers that Ihe writer has kept a 
photograph of Mr. Van Damme, 
which the latter gave him, while 
we were together at college. 

The correspondent was in receipt 
of a letter from Mr. E. C. Ilorah, 
who is now located in Morristown, 
South Dakota, where he lias one 
hundred and sixty-five acres of land 
out there.

Churches are a good distance 
away, two and a half or eight miles 
to Sharon, a beautiful mountain re- 
sort. Therefore people stay at home, 
rest and read or play golf instead of 
attending worship on the Lord's 
Day. 

A widowed Christian woman, 
Mrs. A. F. Chaffee, fitted up her 
outhouse for a place of worship. 
On Sunday mornings, children have 
their Sabbath School instruction and 
music. Sunday and Wednesday 
evenings are devoted (o divin 
vice, prayer, singing and speaking. 

Mi. Weeks attended ihe de- 
votional evening worship with his 
niooes, and he took the occasion to 
speak to the people by Ihe medium 
of pencil and paper, one of his 
nieces reading for him. At times he 
even spoke tothetn orally and acted 
while telling them a short story, his 
nieces always at his side to assist 
him This singular way interested 
the audience and attracted people 
all around.

The annual convention of the 
deaf of North Carolina was called to 
order yesterday morning iu the 
gymnasium of the Young Men's 
Christian Association building, and 
200 deaf-mutes from all parts of 
the Slate were present to engage in 
one ot the most interesting conven- 
tions ever held in (his city. So far 
as the doaf persons wore concerned, 
not an audible word was spoken, 
but for the spectators at the conven 
tion an interpreter told what, was 
transpiring. The meeting was al- 
together Impressive, and It is not 
going to amiss to say there was as 
much enthusiasm evident as at any 
other body which was ever gathered 
here, though the manner of expres- 
sion given to this moving spirit of 
good feeling, of course, wuh not the 
same. 

The conducting of the convention 
iu the opening session was after 
plans customarily witnessed at as- 
semblages of human beings, and 
there were many evidences that this 
body was just as human as any 
other body of men and women. 
Though deprived of the important 
sense of hearing, they possessed 
acute faculties otherwise, and after 
the session was called it is safe to 
say that the attention was more 
marked than is customary. This 
holy of people was not averse to 
applause, and an outsider upon 
hearing the handclapping would 
have thought nothing of an unusual 
nature was going on inside the Y. 
M. 0. A. building. 

Human nature was just as evi- 
dent yesterday among fhe visitors 
to this city as among other gather 
logs, and especially when the 
crowds began gathering for the 
opening session. Old acquaint- 
ance were met again, new acquaint 
twees were made, and there was 
talk, talk, talk all the time up to 
the opening session; but in all this 
conversation there was not. a sound 
In the gymnasium, while finding 
their seals, the deaf people kept up 
what would have been termed S 
hubbub among people giPed (some 
unusually so) with the power of 
speech. In all parts of the build 
ing there were groups making signs, 
Among the men folks if might be 
said that the conversations waxed 
warm at times, that very Important 
mailers were being heatedly discuss 
ed through the fingers and through 
the hundreds of ways deaf-mutes 
have of giving expression to their 
feelings and thoughts. 

The women folks, and fully half 
the number wero women, might be 
said to have been the noisest. Cer- 
tainly they talked I he most and the 
fastest. Fingers fairly flew, and 
there is little felling what all under 
the sun was discussed. So great 
was the commotion and so fast, were 
the fingers, and so noiseless was all 
this talk, that there was one con- 
tinuous flutter which meant nothing 

to the CUrioUS spectators. 

The convention was called to 
order promptly at, 10 o'clock by 
President It. S. Taylor. 1 1 was un- 
necessary to rap 00 the table with a 
gavel. He simply held up his 
hands and made a motion, and all 
talking ceased. The attention was 
prompt save for a few younger men 
standing in the rear, who continued 
talking for several minutes, though 
they disturbed no one. There was 
a look of expectancy in every face. 
The president made a few motions 
with his hand, Stepped from the 
rostrum, and Itev. D. It. Tilling 
hast, of Morganton, took his place 
to ofTer the invocation. 

It was an impressive prayer, and 
an onlooker could easily imagine 
from the movements of the arms 
ami fingers the nature of il. Every 
one stood and reverently watched 
him. With a forefinger hit pointed 
above, I hen to his forehead. lie 
stretched his arms as if to cover the 
entire audience, and then wilh his 
hand he touched his bosom. Koi 
a moment he was still, ami then he 
folded his arms as if to Indicate the 
manner in which all the Qodly 
people of the world are oared for. 

Bellowing the prayer President 
Taylor again took the rostrum. 
Again his fingers moved rapidly, 

as he was concluding the Inter- 
preter, Prof. .1. A. Tillingasl, of 
Converse College, Spartanburg, S. 
DOdded fo Mayor Murphy and 
told linn his lime had come. Many 
who heard the Mayor said he made 
one of the best speeches he has, 
made in welcoming a body of people 
to Ihis cily. Certainly the deaf 

people appeared to deeply ap< 
predate ins remarks, giving him 

generous applause with their hands, 

this being the only method they 

used during the morning for rniik - 
Ing a noise. Prof. TilltUghaSJ stood 
by Mayoi Murphy while he was 
speaking, and talked on his hands 
almost as fast as the Mayor talked 
wilh his mouth. 

" T come (0 you," said Mayor 
Murphy "in behalf of the citi. 
of th" « ; to say there is not 

an association of people lo whom 
we take more delight and more 
pleasure in welcoming than the deaf 

of the State." i i that be 

tended letting others, and especially 
Mr. Justice, whom he described as 

a diplomat in any language, enlei 
fain them, (hough he wished lo say 



a few things in appreciation. He 
congratulated them on the work, 
they have done and stated that 
North Carolina would Continue to 
realize good from their efforts as 
citizens. 

A most Interesting part of the 
program was the recitation of 
"Carolina" by Miss Bettle McRae, 
of Durham. She gave four verses 
of the hymn in signs. 

The response to the address of 
welcome was made by Chas. E. 
Jones, who said the deaf people 
found a keen pleasure in coming to 
the progressive city of Greensboro. 
He informed Mayor Murphy if he 
would attend the meetings regular- 
ly they would try to graduate him 
witli a " B. S. L," which interpret- 
ed meant Bachelor of the sign- 

language. 

Following the reponse E. J. Jus- 
tice was presented, who made a 
speech which evidently was very 
pleasing to his audience. He said 
he felt tWO distinct emotions when 
invited to address the deaf people, 
one being grown from a feeling of 
embrarassmeitt and the other from 
the sincere sympathy he had for a 
people who had been deprived of 
One of the most important senses. 
Despite (his, he realized thai not at 
all were these people spiritually 
lacking, having minds high and no- 
ble, people " not so much out of 
our circle as we are out of yours." 

Mr. Justice, contemplating that 
he would probably be a member of 
the next legislature, said one of 
his duties would be lo solve the 
problem of making life more profit- 
able of the deaf people of the State. 

lie spoke at length on agiicultural 
education for the deaf as one of the 
means by which they could enjoy 
more the happiness of living, ami 
while he explained he did not 
mean they were not qualified for 
other walks of life he mentioned 
agriculture as a calling which deaf 
people mighf follow with much 
profit to themselves, and which they 
might utilize in a manner to increase 
the standard of farming. 

Rev. Mr. Tillinghast asked for a 
short opportunity to comment on 
Mr. Justice's speech, saying that he 
had felt in lire necessity of a farm 

demonstrator in the department of 

agriculture who would be in 
thorough sympathy with the in- 
terests of the deaf people. He told 
of some of the progressive work that 
is being done at Morganton for his 

people. 

Yesterday afternoon the deaf 
paid a visif to Hie Guilford Battle- 
ground, and last evening I hey held 
a brief business meeting and at- 
tended a special moving picture 
show given in their behalf and in- 
terest. 

They will hold three sessiyns to- 
day and will adjourn to-morrow 
after farmers' and women's Insti- 
tutes conducted by the Stale depart- 
ment of agriculture. — (Greensboro 
Daily Newt, Augustus. 



I.nnra of Ocean 'I'rarcl 



Although the oceans of the world 
have no visible Streets or crossings 
or signpost, in the eye of the navi- 
gator they are just as distinctly 
marked. No railway train ac- 
complishes so direct a line between 
point a as does the steamship. No 
locomotive engineer knows more 
exactly where he ie at all times 

than does the sea caplain 

Vessels operated by si earn can 
possue an almost unvaying line. 
Their managers accordingly pies- 
scribe courses between varinu 
ports.known as"lanes," over which 
practically all the shipping moves. 
Iii case of a breakdown the vessel 
is much sooner picked up on a lane 
than in less frequented parts of the 
sea. Then, too, rocks, derliotS 
and other obsrucfions may be more 
carefully charted and watched on 
the highly traveled courses. 

There is usually an east and west 
lane, a few miles apart to lessen the 
danger of collision. 

In the matter of inland navi- 
gation il may be pointed out that 
llieie are four-track lanes from 
Dulnth, two of the routes for 
passengsr steamer' and two 

freighter e. 

Sailing vessels, rcsponsi vo 
winds, tides, and ciinenls, 
about more atrandom. Yet, there 
are immense areas of the sea where 
no sail or smokestack is ever seen. 

It has been pointed out Hint the 
Completion of the Panama ('anal 
will have some marked effects upon 
the great lanes of ocean travel.

The following Interview 
tttined from Miss Keller by 
Hairy Burton, will no doubt inter- 
est the readers of the Journal, as 

she gives an outline of her future 
work : — 

" I am blind and deaf in my ac- 
tual sense, you know," said Miss 
Keller, " but there are many who 
are blind and deaf in their minds — 
who have never heard or seen the 
light or truth. And it is these 
whom I am now going to seek out 
to try to set the eyes and ears of 
their minds free. 

"The Rev. Dr. George Lunn, 
I hi* new Mayor of Schenectady, has 
offered DM a fine chance to do this 
thing. He has asked me to serve 
on the board of public welfare 
which he proposes to establish 00X1 
fall. 

"The problem which the board 
will approach is the city's neglect 
of its human resources, the problem 
of enriching and enlarging the lives 
Of all the people. 

"And to enrich and enlarge the 
lives of all the people, M I see it, 
we must, as I have said, open the 
shut eyes and ears of the minds of 
the people themselves. Instead of 
just going about ameliorating bad 
social conditions as they do in most 
cities, we will also lie correcting the 
causes that produce these condi- 
tions. 

"The fundamental evil that 

Oaoses all the terrible eruptions 

upon our life is poverty. There- 
fore We in list get rid of poverty, and 
any teal social work will teach 
people how tO get rid of poverty. 1 
am going to begin with the children. 

"In the schools where I will go I 
shall tell the ohtldien that there are 
two great principles, the adoption of 
which will eradicate poverty and 
hence most of the great ills from 
which this woild suffers. 

'These tWO principles are the 
public ownership of all the means of 

livelihood and the public manage- 
ment of all those things that we 
shall come to own. 

"If is this that I shall teach the 
children. They will respond to it 
because Hie time has come in the 
world's evolution when the world is 
leadly for such a policy. 

"I am glad that I have had to 
struggle wihout seeing or healing 
these many years, for it has taught 
me, as nothing else could, what it is 
to have a spirit in prison."
